RESOLVED TO REDUCE 
RETAIL COAL PRICES 


Dr. Garfield Tells State Ad- 
\ministrators How It Is 
to Be Done. 


Washington, October 2.—How retail 
coal prices are to be fixed in all com- 
munities was explained to the first con- 
ference of state fuel administrators 


here today by Federal Administrator 
Garfield. The state officers were ad- 
vised concerning their task of select- 
ing state committees, which in turn 
will name local committees to ac- 
tually supervise the profit-taking of 
local dealers and instructed in the plan 
worked out for requiring the return 
of uniform cost sheets. : 

Under the fuel administration’s re- 
cent order retailers are permitted to 
make a margin over costaof not more 
than 30 per cent in excess of their 
average margin in 1915 and it is the 
business of tre local committees to 
see that the order is complied with. 

Dr. Garfield advised the conference 
to avoid politics and said that to avoid 
criticism no coal dealer should be ap- 
pointed on a committee, though one 
dealer should be named as an adviser to 
each local organization. He gave notice 
that he would handle the problems of 
each state through the state admin- 
istrator and would return to them all 
correspondence addressed to him relat- 
ing to their territory. 

Several government officials ad- 
dressed the conference and _ tonight 
the state administrators were address- 
ed by Food Administrator Hoover ata 
dinner given by Dr. Garfield.

Commissioner of Roads and Revenues 
R. J. Freeman, of DeKalb county, re- 
turned Tuesday afternoon from a 
week’s automobile jaunt through the 
middle west, and stated that it is his 
understanding the federal government 
is going to improve Peachtree road 
frem Camp Gordon, through DeKalb, to 
the Fukton county line, and that, in 
view of this, he does not propose to do 
anything at this time toward building 
a ‘“‘military highway.” 

_ Commissioner Freeman stated that 
he probably will not even open the bids 
which were recently advertised for the 
improvement of the road, and which 
were due to be opened October 1. He 
stated that, should the federal govern- 
ment decline to build the road, he 
would be willing to open negotiations 
with the public safety committee 
again. 

This was Commissioner Freeman's 
to the wecent statement of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce that he 
had made promises to aid in the im- 
provement of the road and had not so 
far made good his promise. 

Commissioner Freeman stated that 
Major J. N. Pease, in charge of con- 
struction at Camp Gordon, had assured 
him that the federal government, if it 
agreed to build the road, would expect 
no monetary assistance from DeKalb 
county at all, and that the federal 
government would not even want the 
use of DeKalb’s convicts in doing the 
work. Acting on this assurance, Com- 
missioner Freeman stated that he had 
dismissed the entire matter from his 
mind and had gone off on an automo- 
bile trip. 

No Government | ; 

Major Pease corroborated the state- 
ment of Commissioner Freeman that if 
the federal govérnment bullt the road 
it would not need the assistance of 
DeKalb county, but added that he had 
no assurance that the government 
would build the road. 2 

“I told Mr. Freeman,” said Major 
Pease, “that if I built the road I would 
not do so jointly with DeKalb county 
or anybody else. DeKalb county has 
shown no disposition to co-operate in 
any way or to spend any money on the 
road nor has the county apparently any 
money to spend. Mr. Morton's state- 
ment to me was that DeKalb does not 
intend to spend a nickel on the road. 
If the federal government decides that 
it is necessary for it to build the road, 
it will build it outright. I have no as- 
surance, however, that the federal gov- 
ernment is going to build the road.” 

Willing to Make Repairs. 

Commissioner Freeman said that he 
is willing to make such repairs of 
Peachtree road as may be necessary to 
keep it up to the condition it was in 
when Camp Gord6én was established, 
and that he is willing to spend, if nec- 
essary, upon the road $10,000 which the 
Georgia Railway and Power company 
contracted to give DeKalb county when 
it obtained permission to lay its Camp 
Gordon trolley tracks on the road in 
DeKalb. 

“But I do not.propose to bankrupt 
DeKalb county to build a military road 
between Camp Gordon and Atlanta,’’ 
said the commissioner. “I was recent- 
ly approached by a committee in re- 
gard to the construction of a new court- 
house for DeKalb, but because the 
cognty has no money it was decided 
that the courthouse could not now be 
built. Certainly, if the county hasn't 
the money to build a courthouse for 
itself, it has no money to put into a 
military highway.” 

Rain Stopped Work. 

Commissioner Freeman denied that 
his assistant, Mr. Morton, had stated 
that DeKalb would not repair the bad 
places in Peachtree road, but said that 
he. had merely stated that he would not 


send the county’s convicts out in vio- 
lation of the law, to work in the rain, 
which was the condition of the weather 
at the time the request was made. 

Mr. Freeman explained that the bad 
condition of the road at Oglethorpe 
university is due to the fact that a 
heavy downpour of rain interrupted, 
before it could be completed, certain 
work of widening and straightening the 
road which the university and the 
street car company wanted done at that 
point. : 

Mr. Freeman stated that in his letter 
recently released for publication by the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, he had 
been correctly quoted. In this letter, 
which 'was written before Camp Gordon 
nad been located, Commissioner Free- 
man agreed. to build a’road either to 
Decatur or to the Fulton county line, 
as the government may desire, if the 
cantonment should be located in De- 
Kalb county. 

Commissioner Freeman stated that 
this statement was made by him large- 
lv “to boost things along,” and that he 
did not feel the county should bankrupt 
itself in the construction of a road of 
such character as would bear the heavy 
traffic between the camp and the.city 
of Atlanta. He stated that he e¢ d-

FIXED FOR COTTON 


Delegates From Ten South- 
ern States Agree on Price 
at a Convention Held in 
New Orleans—U. S. Price- 
Fixing Opposed. 


New Orleans, October 2.—<A price of 
30 cents a pound to the farmer was 
agreed upon at a meeting here late to- 
day of men interested in marketing and 
growing of cotton in ten southern 
states as being justified by the present 
selling prices of manufactured cotton 
products. The price was suggested in 
an amendment to a resolution adopt- 
ed just previously which declared 
against price regulation of cotton by 
congress or delegating of this authori- 
ty to any other body. 

Although the amendment, introduced 
by L. B. Jackson, director of the Geor- 
gia bureau of markets met with some 
little opposition, it was recognized as 
a compromise measure and was almost 
unanimously adopted. Unsuccessful 
efforts to have the amendment read 
35 instead of 30 cents were made by P. 
W. Dabbs, of Maysville, S. C. W. B. 
Yeary, of Farmersville, Texas, and 
Peter: Radford, of Austin, Texas, led 
the movement to secure a 30-cent mini- 
mum. :

SENATE IS PRESSED 
TO EXPEL LA FOLLETTE 


Immediate Action Is Demand- 
ed by American Rights 
League. 


New York, October 2.—Expulsion of 
Robert M. La Follette from the United 
States senate was demanded in a tele- 
gram sent today to Vice President Mar- 
shall, president of the senate; by the 
American Rights’ league. 

“Thousands of young Americans who 


might otherwise have been spared for 
years of service to their country,’ the 
telegram read, “may now be sacrificed 
as a result of the seditious and treason- 
able utterances of La Follette and his 
followers. In our own country, the fu- 
tile, dangerous and contemptible poli- 
ciés recommended by the La Follette 
group have encouraged other traitors to 
bolder opposition to the war and have 
reinforced the pacifist propaganda fora 
dishonorable and dangerous peace. 
These utterances have been spread 
broadcast throughout Russia, inciting 
in the new democracy distrust and dis- 
organization and encouraging Germany 
to renewed. endeavors. 

“We most respectfully protest against 
the mistaken tolerance which permits 
men like La Follette to utilize positions 
of responsibility in our government for 
undermining the righteous purpose of 
the country and for interfering with the 
organization of our resourecs for the 
defense of the republic and for the 
fulfillment of our national obligations, 
We call upon the senate to perform the 
patriotic duty of securing the immedi- 
ate expulsion of Robert M. La Fol- 
létte.” 

The telegram was signed by George 
Haven Putnam, president, and Douglas 
W. Johnson, chairman of the executive 
committee.

“ST” SELECTMEN. ARE 
ALREADY WN U. S. ARMY 


Many Classed as ‘“‘Missing” Re- 
port They Are Serving 
Uncle Sam. 


The list of approximately 2,000 men 
who would have become deserters Tues- 
day at noon upon their failure to report 
to the adjutant general for military 
service at Camp Gordon was reduced 
by about two-thirds, according to an 
estimate im the office of the adjutant 
general Tuesday afternoon. : 

These were men who had been report- 
ed to the office of the adjutant general 
as failing to report to their local boards 
for physical examination when the draft 
call was first issued’ by the local ‘boards. 
The adjutant general last week sent 
out notices through the local boards, 
Stating that under a ruling of Provost 
Marshal General Crowder, all such men 
who did not report to the adjutant gen- 
eral by noon Tuesday, October 2, 
be classed as deserters and subject to 
arrest and punishment. 

Not only did the notice from the ad- 
jutant general’s office bring in a large 
number of immediate reports, both in 
person and by wire from the men who 
were alleged to have failed to report 
to their local boards, but it revealed the 
highly satisfying faet that Georgia's 
record ib not nearly so black as it ap- 
peared upon the surface. 

A majority of the men showed. that 
they were already in some branch of 
the service when they were called, and 
thought it unnecessary to report. Oth- 
ers sho that they were already en- 
listed and had reported, but that the lo- 
cal board, through mistake, had certi- 
fied them as not reporting. 

Of the men who failed to report to the 
adjutant general Tuesday, it is expect- 
ed that nvestigation will show that 


would 


many of them are also already enlisted, 
and that numbers of them are already 
in France with the expeditionary forces, 

The percentage of men who wilfully 
neglected to report upon their calls to 
at ga local boards is, therefore, very 
ow. ; 

Such men, however, now bear the 
brand of deserter, and their names will 
shortly be made public by the adjutant 
general. They are subject to arrest and, 
upon being taken to the nearest army 
post, a reward of $50 will be paid for 
each of them. 

A telegram from the provost marshal 
general to Governor Dorsey Tuesday 
stated that when men arrested as de- 
serters are presented at an army post 
the arresting officer should give to the 
post authorities the name:-and dress 
of the man, the board to which he 
should have reported, his number, and 
other such information.

COUNCIL AND STREETS. 


Atlanta’s October finance sheet is being 


held up because certain councilmen insist 


upon an appropriation of $10,000 for street 
improvements, which amount other council- 
men maintain cannot be spared from the 
estimated revenues of the city. 

There is no getting around the fact that 
the condition of some of Atlanta’s streets, 
especially in various residential districts, is 
depiorabie; and growing steadily worse as 
the season advances. One councilman at 
Monday’s meeting said that “an under- 
taker’s wagon, carrying a corpse, had turned 
topsy-turvy on one of the poorly-paved 
streets” in his ward. Another, that there 
are 10,000 people in his ward “who cannot 
get within one hundred yards of their 
homes in a conveyance;”’ that there are 
others who cannot “even get jnto their homes 
through their back doors, and grocery boys 
have to walk several blocks to bring them 
groceries.” 

All of which is mighty poor adverttsing 
for Atlanta, and speaks mighty discreditably 
for the enterprise and financial management 
of a city of 200,000 inhabitants, and perhaps 
the richest city of its size in the United 
States! 

The street construction department under 
its present efficient management has done 
splendidly this year, considering the financial 
means at its command. It has done remark- 
able work in making repairs and restoring 
old and wheel-worn pavements. But its ca- 
tacity is limited by its means, and, despite 


ihe best that it has been able to do, winter 


is coming on with conditions in certain sec- 
tions of the city as pictured by councilmen 
at last Monday’s meeting. 

There can be no difference of opinion 
among members of council as to the neces- 
sity of street improvements. All of them 
are equally interested in the city’s welfare, 
and equally anxious to do the most possible 
good with the city’s available cash resources. 
But the fact that the money for urgently- 
needed street improvements is not visible 
by no means constitutes a valid reason for 
holding up the budget, nor, for that matter, 
for neglecting the streets. 

The appropriation should be inserted in 
the sheet; and then it is, for council to find 
the money—sdmehow, somewhere—and to 
see that it is properly applied; because pas- 
gable streets are next in point of popular 
necessity to adequate water supply and 
proper drainage.

THE AIR RAIDS. 


Sooner or later, if his inhuman, cowardly 
air raids on non-combatant English commu- 
nities continue, the kaiser is’ going to learn 
that he holds no monopoly upon the ability to 
wage that devilish sort of warfare; and it 
will be to his sorrow when he learns it.

There are dozens of 
important points, German or of German oc- 
cupancy, which could be bombed from the 
air, but which have escaped—-save for allies’ 
air attacks upon actual aviation, naval or 
military bases and supply depots—solely for

descend to the German level and wreak 


- '¥engeance upon innocent women, children 
-. gnd other non-combatants. 


_ But there is a limit to all things; and 
‘British patience is bound to give way under 


igh a series of night raids such as London and 
other English cities and communities have 


been undergoing almost nightly for more 
_. While the military or 
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to the Germans by their air attacks has been 
virtually nil, if they keep on their inevitable 
effect upon the civilian populations visited 
will be disastrous to the British. It is im- 
possible for one who has not experienced it 
to even imagine the nervous strain endured 
by communities subject to such clandestine 
attacks. It must be akin to that to which 
Damocles was subjected, knowing that only 
a single hair held the sword above his head, 
and fearful each moment that the hair would 


part and send him into eternity. Unchecked | 
it will mean certain demoralization upon the | 


part of England’s civilian population in the 
end; and what is now a despicable annoy- 
ance would in that event have grown into a 
calamity. 

It can be checked by retaliation, and in 
resorting to that means of checking it—in 


converting this barbaric weapon of Germany. 


into a boomerang—Great Britain would be 
amply justified. before the civilized world, 
just as this cowntry was justified in plung- 
ing into the war for the succor of humanity. 


OUR NEGRO TROOPS. 


Today the negro selectmen will begin re- 
porting at Camp Gordon to prepare them- 
selves for service in uniform under the 
American flag. 

They are coming exclusively from points 
in the south—they are our own southern 
negroes, born and reared among us, and 
essentially a part of the man-power of the 
south. They are the “cotton-picking”’ ne- 
groes; the descendants of those faithful 
slave-folk who, during the civil war, gave 
to the world an unparalleled demonstration 
of loyalty by faithfully guarding and minis- 
tering to the needs of the dependent women, 
children and old men while the capable man- 
hood of the confederacy was away on the 
battlefields. 

Actuated by the atrocious riots of colored 
reguiars at Brownsville, Texas, some years 
ago, and at Austin, Texas, only recently, 
there has been some expression of misgiv- 
ings about the wisdom of assigning of negro 
selected men for training in any southern 
cantonment. 

However, if officered as the recruits will 
be, by men of tact, firmness, reason and ex: 
ecutive ability, there need be no apprehen- 
sion of trouble at Camp Gordon, nor in At- 
lanta if the civilian population, in its de- 
meanor toward the colored men in uniform, 
is governed only by a spirit of patriotism and 
common sense. 

It is to be hoped that the colored people, 
in the service and out of it, are fully imbued 
with the fact that their race is on trial be- 
fore the nation today as never before in its 
freedom; and that its happiness in the future 
hinges in no small measure upon the record 
it shall make during this period of national 
stress in the face of a foreign enemy. And 
there is plenty of evidence going to show 
that the negroés are fully cognizant of this, 
and that there is a deep-seated determination 
among them to make that record a good and 
a creditable one. 

As to the white civilians on the -street, 
they will do well not to lose sight of the fact 
that every colored man in khaki is filling a 
place that otherwise a white man would have 
to fill; that he is prepared to face dangers 
that otherwise a white man would have to 
face, and that many. of them, perhaps, will 
lose theif lives on Wbh&ttlefields—lives as 
sweet to ghem as the white man’s life is to 
him. 

The negro in the service is, like the white 
man in the same service, in it because his 
country needs and has called him there; 
and in entering it he is under the same hon- 
orable obligation to de and to die, if neces- 
sary, for his flag and his country’s honor. 

And if these things are taken into full 
consideration, and the proper spirit of toler- 
ance and the proper decorum is manifested 
by both whites and negroes, each race de- 
porting itself according to the principles of 
reason, justice and moderation, Camp Gor- 
don will turn out a complement’ of as fine 


colored troops as ever stood in uniform, and |

BENEFICIARIES: By an act of congress, 
every officer and enlisted man on the active 
list of the army may designate a benefi- 


| clary who will be paid an amount equal to 


six months’ pay at the rate received by such 
officer or enlisted man at the date of his 
death, provided such death from wounds 
or disease is not the result of his own mis- 
conduct; this payment is subject to a de- 
duction of $75 in the case of an officer and 
$35 in the case of an enlisted man for the 
expense of interment. These designations 
are made on forms provided for the purpose, 
and may be changed at any time by the 
designator. e : 


BUGLE CALLS: Al}! duty in a military 
organization is done promptly, according to 
schedule which is issued by headquarters, 
and termed a list of calls, the time for the 
performance of these duties being indicated 
by bugle calls, of which there are many, 
and whicltt are always confusing to the re- 
cruit until he becomes accustomed to them, 
the bugle sounding from the time he opens 
his eyes in the morning until he closes them 
at night, each call having a meaning of its 
own. The preliminary call in the morning 
is known as first call, followed usually 
15 or 20 minutes later by the more or less 
familiar reveille and assembly. - First call 
also precedes many other calls, and is used 
merely as a warning that another call will 
follow at some specified time. 

Mess call for breakfast follows reveille, 
usually at an interval sufficient to allow 
the men to wash and properly prepare them- 
selves for the morning meal. In some posts 
sick call follows the breakfast call, while 
in others sick call does not go until after- 
noon. 

The next call which 
is drill call. 

Then comes the welcome recall from drill; 
then first sergeant’s call, at which all first 
sergeants report to regimental headquarters 
for such orders as the commanding officer 
may have had prepared for them, 

Next comes mess call for dinner, followed 
as a rule by the call for afternoon drill, 
with its recall, and later mess call for sup- 
per. 

Next we have the formation for retreat, 
with which all selectmen are Yamiliar: first 
call, assembly, then retreat, at which the 
company stands at parade rest, folfowed by 
to the color in regiments in which there 
are no bands, during which the company 
presents arms or stands at attention, if un- 
armed, while the flag is being howered, the 
officer in command saluting. Whan the na- 
tional anthem ig played, to the color is omit- 
ted. Men notin ranks must render the salute 
discussed tnder ‘thonors.” 

Next comes tattoo, at which all lights tn 
barracks except those in the amusement 
room are to be extinguished; then call to 
quarters, which notifies the soldier that taps 
will soon blow; and then taps, at which al!) 
lights are put out, and all men excepting 
those who may have special permission to 
be absent, are to be in bed. Taps also is 
the call which is blown over the grave of all 
those who die in the military service, and 
signifies “lights out.” 

In addition to these calls there is fatigue 
call, which is a notification to all working 
parties that their hour of labor has begun,

recall as that used at drill. 

We also have church call, which is blown 
as a notification of divine service, officers’ 
call, which is used when it is desired to 
gather the officers together; captains’ call, 
when only the company commanders are to 


assemble, and school call, to warn etudents 
tg hurry to schools which are held through- 
out the service for the instruction of officers 
and enlisted men. These are known as serv~ 
ice calls, to distinguish them from bugle 
signals, which are used at drill, and in action 
to replace the voice, which could not be 
heard above the din and turmoil of battle. 
These bugle signals include assemble, at- 
tention, attention to orders, forward march, 
halt, double time, to the rear, commence fir- 
ing, cease firing, fix bayonets and ch@rge. 

Only the service calls in most common 
use have been mentioned, there being thirty- 
two in all: there are eleven bugle signals. 

COURTESY: This is necessary in the re- 
lation of every man with his fellows, but 
particularly in the military service, where 
it is indispensable to discipline. Respect to 
superiors is not confined to mere obedience 
on duty, but should be extended on all oc- 
casions. As _in civil life a man raises his 
hat to a woman or to a elderly person, 80 
in military life he touches his hand to his 
hat or cap as a mark of respect, not neces- 
sarily to the individual, but to the rank 
and the authority which that individual rep- 
resents. The custom in civil life of remov- 
ing the hat dates back to the time when a 
man wore armor and removed his helmet in 
the presence of friends to indicate the trust 
and confidence which he reposed in them, 
naturally keeping the helmet on the head 
when amongst enemies. So arose the cus- 
tom of removing the hat when helmets were 
no longer worn; but in military life it was 
found that the removal of a hat or cap, fre- 
quently fastened to the hea@ by a strap, 
was a difficult matter, and therefore the 
custom arose of touching the hat or cap with 
the hand, and not taking it from the head. 

Under war department. orders this same 
military salute is rendered by a man in uni- 
form to a woman of his acquaintance, the 
hat or cap not being removed from the head 
as is done tn civil life, thereby making the 
salute solely a military form of greeting. 

There is nothing degrading or belittling 
in the salute; all good soldiers take pride in 
the observance of it, and every salute render- 
ed to a superior must be returned by him. 
A private who salutes a major general must 
receive from that major general a salute in 
return, it being a courtesy which is extended 
by one military gentleman to another. 

CERTIFICATE OF MERIT: A certificate 
of merit may be granted an enlisted man of 
the army by the president when he shall 
have distinguished himself in the service, 
and when a proper recommendation is made 
by the commanding officer of the regiment 
to which he belongs. 

This certificate carries with it an addi- 
tional pay of $2.00 per month and gives the 
holder the privilege of wearing a medal 
upon his full dress coat, or ribbon on his 
service uniform. 

This honor is second only to that of the 
award of a medal of honor, of which we will 
speak - later. 

CLOTHING: All military clothing is fur- 
nished the soldier by the government at no 
cost to the individual, but with the necessity 
impresséed upon him that it must be taken 
care of, used by him in the miltary service, 
not wantonly destroyed, and not, under any 
circumstances, sold. 

Clothing includes shoes, socks, leggings, 
underwear, flannel! shirt, uniforms and hat.

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50,000 BEEF CATTLE 
BOUGHT IN TEXAS 
BY DIXIE FARMERS 


Fifty thousand Texas cattle have been 
purchased by stockmen and farmers of the 
south, according to C. J. Goodell, representa- 
tive of the bureau of animal industry of the 
United States department of agriculture, who 
ie in Atlanta, and who quotes as authority 
for his statement S. S. Jordan, another gov- 
ernment representative, who is looking aft- 
er the buying end of the proposition at Fort 
Worth, Texas. 

Mr. Goodell says that thus far the number 
of cattle located in the south have been in 
the order of the states as they range from 
west to east, Arkansas, Louisiana, Mississip- 
pi, Alabama, Georgia and Florida. 

From 500 to 1,000 breeding ahimals from 
Texas, will be sold at the Southeastern fair, 
if a movement now on foot is successfully 
carried through. There is every reason to 
believe it will be a success on account of the 
widespread interest being manifested by 
stockmen and farmers of Georgia. This new 
effort to introduce western stock into the 
south, where there is a surplus of food, is 
being encouraged by the- bureau of animal 
husbandry at Washington. Mr. Goodall is 
here looking into it. 

How to take care of Texas cattle and get 
them acclimated is the subject of a circular 
which has just been issued by G. M. Rom- 
mel, chief of the animal husbandry division 
at Washington, and is being sent to pur- 
chasers of Texas cattle. 

“Careful, attention is necessary with the 
cattle which are moving from Texas this 
fall,” says the circular. “To lessen the se- 
verity of the change, plenty of dry feed, 
guch ags™hay, straw, stover or access to corn 
stalk and velvet bean fields, should be given. 

“Young cattle should by all means be 
given good care. They should get plenty of 
dry roughage and some concentrate in addi- 
tion in order that they may develop well. One 
pound of cotton seed meal or 2 to 2% pounds 
of Velvet beans or velvet bean meal daily, 


‘with plenty of hay should carry them through 


in good condition, 

‘With abundance of hay, straw or corn 
stover, cows can be wintered well with ad- 
dition of 14 to 1 pound of cotton seed meal, 
to 3 pounds of velvet beans or velvet 
bean meal.”

We were going to say no man or 
woman need be too skinny either, but our 
nerve fails us. It is so easy to tell a fat 
person how to grow thin, and still easier 
for a fat person to do it. But we frankly 
admit that the business of fattening up a 
constitutional featherweight | 
job.

We have made a wide research of the tonic 
field, but no such remedy has ever disclosed 
itself to oug eager scrutiny. 

Anyone who is too fat eats too much. 
That is undebatable. We don’t care how 
mad our fat friends feel about jit, nor how 
birdlike their appetites may really be; they 
eat more than their metabolism demands. 
But the reverse does not hold true. Many a 
featherweight eats like a horse yet remains 
a featherWeight nevertheless. Sometimes, in- 
deed, we have seen the weight increase very 
steadily when the diet was considerably re- 
duced for a few weeks, which tends to show 
that an excess of food may be the burden 
which uses up energy that’ would otherwise 
be stored as fat. 

There are certain general rules to be fol- 
iowed by young folks who are too skinny 
and anxious to put on weight. Lie late 
inornings. Take a short nap after lunch. 
Don’t indulge in strenuous exercise. Acquire 
the habit of good posture in standing, walk- 
ing or sitting. Drink water and other ‘whole- 
some beverages freely, but do not wash down 
morsels of food with liquids. Let mastica- 
tion be complete before you drink. Include 
in the diet a generous ration of sugar, candy 
or other sweets, as dessert, not irregularly. 
Always take a lunch at bedtime: crackers 
and milk, bread and milk, a sandwich. 
bread and butter and sugar on. Fats and 
greasy foods are not only digestible but fat- 
tening, and should not be avoided 
of any ancient prejudice against them. Avoid 
cold baths; a warm or tepid bath is quite #s 
healthful and favors increase of weight. Use 
whole cereals, such as whole wheat 
Wheat), whole corn and unpolished rice 
These natural foods contain vitamines which 
aid digestion, improve the blood and rend: 
cathartics unnecessary. 

Many young persons are underweight by 
reason of some latent constitutional disee-~<e.

If 
the joint is ankylosed by bony union, the 
only remedy I know is the Murphy opera- 
tion for the restoration of joint function.

joint, patient, prolonged passive movements. 
electricity, hot air bDaking, massage and 
active exercise will offer a good chanée of 
restoring function.

ANSWER—On one, two or three days a 
week, successive or alternating, let your diet 
consist of a glassful (six ounces) of milk 
which has had the cream skimmed off, at 
regular four-hour intervals, sipping it slow- 
ly, and, if desired, embellishing the mea} 
with a bran gem, a baked apple, a graham 
cracker or a fig. The less water taken on 
such days, the more satisfactory the resuit.

Here is the strangest freak of the 
dope I ever have encountered in a quar- 
ter of a century of trying to dope out 
baseball: : 

New York's Giants and Chicago’s 
White Sox are practically tied in offen- 


tive ,study of the infielders and out- 
fielders, who form the regular teams. 

In spite of this fact, the Giants lead 
by more than 100 points in team 
strength (catchers and pitchers not yet 
considered). 

The teams are the most evenly 
matched I ever have been called upon 
to study. It is remarkable that the 
figures should show them so nearly 
equal in both offensive and defensive 
strength that a turn of the luck, a 


thing, would change the verdict. 
What Depe Proves. 

The dope proves these things conclu- 
sively: 

That the White Sox possess the great- 
er battering power. 

That the Giants have the speediest 
and cleverest attack. 

That the Giants have the smoothest 
team work and the best generalship. 

That the Giants excel the White Sox 
in more positions than the White Sox 
excel them. ; 

But the greatest thing proved by the 
comparative study of the teams thus 
far is that it is a series that will be 
decided almost entirely upon the merits 
of the pitching, and that the result of 
the series will not prove which is the 
better team, but which team possesses 
— a pitchers for the week of Octo- 

er 6. 

If anyone Is foolish enough to wager 
on baseball, here's a warning: 

The team, the best pitchers of which 
are inthe best condition that week, will 
win. This means, now that we have 
discovered the strength of the regulars, 
we must dig a lot deeper into the dope 
and figure condition of pitchers, and 
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driving, Chicago; 


the pitching of each man as calculated 
against each batter. 

In presenting these figures as to- 
tals, I do not mean to decide that the 
Giants are a better ball club. The dope 
‘means they are a better ball elub for 
the purposes of this series. Also, I 
must warn you that these figures are 
subject to alteration before the series 
starts, for the reason that-~we may be 
called upon to drop Herzog's figures 
from the total and calculate largely 
upon Smith, and that there is a chance 
that we will have to figure McMullin 
in part of the series at third for the 
White Sox. 

Although it has been impossible to 
give in ‘detail all the figures I have 
compiled 4I have more than 40 pages of 
solid typewritten dope before me now 
and my head is full of sevens and fours) 
I want to explain that I have not, in 
all cases, figured the man for the posi- 
tion. I have made composites in four 
cases in which the probabilities are that 
the man will break into part of one or 
more games. I had to figure that way 
for Murphy, of the White Sox, and I 
have Wilhoit in a game and a half (that 
is, I have figured his value for 15 in- 
nings) and his attacking value for four 
times at bat. 


Only Active Men Doped. 


I have made no attempt to figure a 
man’s value, unless it is practically cer- 
tain he will take active part in the 
games. As well figure what Speaker 
would do if he was on the Sox as to 
calculate the worth of any man who 
will be on the bench through the series. 
Thus the figures do not prove the 
Giants a better club, but that the men 
who will engage in the series are bet- 
ter fitted for this style of series than 
the Sox are. The Sox slump has been 
largely at short and in right field. 

The Giants will lose much of their 
lead if Herzog does not improve in 
condition. Also the Sox will lose if 
Weaver does not get back into action 
‘in time to settle for the work before the 
series starts. This, however, he prob- 
ably will do, as I am writing this a 
considerable time ahead. 

In the dope I have been amazed to 
find that the Sox lose so much of their 
admitted driving power when figured 
against McGraw’s pitchers. I want, in 
this connection, to warn those who are 


following me in this process of doping, 
to point out one startling fact—a fact 
proved many times this season. That 
is that,:-when a pitcher beats the White 
Sox one game, holdsthem helpless and 
seems to have them at his mercy, they 
almost always hammer him hard the 
next time they face him. It has been 
one of the features of the season. 

This fact was first called to my at- 


, tention by a Chicago gambler, who in- 


formed me that they have done this 
for two seasons, and this season he had 
won large sums betting that pitchers 
who shut out the Sox would be beaten 
the next time they worked against 
them. I searched the dope and it was 
true. I found nine instances in which 
it had happened. 

You will find also that the White Sox 
batting average against certain pitchers 
is puzzling. e figures make it look 
as if they had hit almost every pitcher 
hard, whereas they have been batting 
few hits in one game, and a bunch in 
the next. 

It must follow, if Schupp and Sallee 
beat them in their opening games, that 
McGraw’'s strategy of sendin them 
back to clean up the series is liable to 
meet with failure. 


Classifying Strength. 


In order to get at vital statistics on 
the teams, I had to divide and classify 
the strength of the teams and calculate 
their worth in each item. I find this: 

Batting, Chicago; sacrificing, New 
York; going to first, New York; taking 
extra bases, White Sox; base running 
(stealing), Chicago; throwing (infield), 
New York; (outfield), Chicago; long 
base on balls, New! 
fork: waiting out pitchers, New York; 
generalship (including moving forward } 
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There's satisfaction, men, in knowing that 
your apparel is in every way right-- 

that the other fellow has nothing on 

you. The right shoe is highly im- 
portant. 
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runners, playing batters, etc.,) New 
York; holding runners close to Dases, 
Chicago. 

All these elements and several more, 
enter into the comparison, and each 


team has its points of superiority over 


the other. To get at the totals I had to 
take each individual and calculate his 
ability, and then compile them into 
teams. It is rather a tough. dg to fig- 
ure them that way, especially against 
strange penae®, because the only 
method of procedure is to search the 
records and make up a list of American 
league pitchers who resemble in style 
the delivery of the Giants, and then 
calculate what the White Sox will do 
against the Giant pitchers on the basis 
of what they have done against Ameri- 
an league pitchers of the same general 
style. 

I reversed the process to test New 
York, and was up against it, because in 
All the world, there is no pitcher who 
resembles in delivery Eddie Cicotte or 
Danforth. However, it wag the best we 
could do, and it probably will be close 
enough for all practical purposes. 

That leaves Cicotte and Danforth two 
big interrogation marks, and the fact 
that these two are liable to be such im- 
portant factors in the series, it would 
seem that the national commission 
ought at once to take steps to define 
what they may and what they may not 
use in pitching. These men have per- 
fected a new shoot, variously called, but 
generally known as the “shine. ball.” 
Cicotte seems to have it under perfect 
control, and has accomplished its con- 
trol without use of artificial means... I 
have studied all summer trying to find 
out what is done to the ball to make it 
take such strange slides on the air, and 
am satisfied that whatever it is, it is 
perfectly legal. Danforth’s shoot is 
different and not so well controlled. He 
has been stopped from darkening the 
ball on one side. 

However, their styles of delivery 
have been so widely advertised and 
criticised in the American league that 
it is certain McGraw will raise a point 
and will protest against them, not be- 
cause he believes eed are doctoring 
the ball or doing anyt ing illegal, but 
because he will hope to disturb them, 
or affect their pitching. A plain defini- 
tion before the series starts might 
avoid much trouble and kicking on the 
field. 

We now are coming to the really im- 
portant part of the dope—the batteries. 
Rememver ‘the catchers are 14-100 of 
the entire defensive strength of each 
team and the pitchers 36-100, so their 
work counts as much.in the compari- 
sons as all the others comDitned. 

Tomorrow. we will consider the catch- 
ing staffs, and I expect, from the fig- 
ures already compiled, that the White 
Sox will regain much of their lost 
ground.

They used to sfy that “Buck” 
Weaver had the strongest throw- 
ing arm in the world. That was 
when, shortly after joining the 
White Sox in 1912, he was wont 
to cut loose and sling the ball 
from deep short field to the first 
base bleachers. ‘ 

Buck’s wild throws and scrapp!i- 
ness made him stand out from 
the usual run of infielders in 
those days. He has eliminated 
his habit of throwing home runs, 
but his aggressiveness still re- 
mains, 

Weaver is the type of ball play- 
er whose real value cannot be 
gleaned from batting and field- 
ing averages. Always trying, 
bristling with action and energy 
and putting everything he has 
into his play, he is tempera- 
mentally and actually a winning 
player.

Yet Pants Rowland insists that 
up to the time the latter was re- 
tired through injury, his play- 
ing had at least as much to do 
with making the Sox a winning 
club as that of Collins and “Shoe- 
less” Joe. And Rowland was 
probably correct. The Sox are 
well supplied with star players, 
but they have badly needed one 
of Weaver's type to inject his 
personality into the club’s play 
and make it a team with color 
and life, instead of merely nine 
ball players. 

Seven different clubs and al- 
most as many leagues figure in 
Buck Weaver's baseball rise to 
a pennant club. Back in 1908 
he was an outfielder and short- 
stop with the St. Mary’s college 
team. On leaving school he play- 
ed with the Pottstown, Pa., semi- 
pro club. The following year 
Cleveland acquiring him, released 
him to Saginaw, which displeas- 
ed the peppery Buck so that he 
refused to report, and rambled 
home. 

In 1910 he played with North- 
ampton in 14 games, hitting only 
.196; was sent to York, where he 
hit .280-in 78 contests and was 
then signed by the White Sox, 
who sent him to the San Fran- 
cisco outfit. 

It was here that Weaver real- 
ly gained his reputation. Playing 
a total of 182 games, shifted from 
outfield to second base and short- 
stop, he mangled the pill for .282, 
scored 90 runs and stole 30 bases. 

Present unofficial averages 
show him hitting .280 this year 
and rate him as one of the best 
sacrifice hitters in his league.

When the world series of 1912, 
that mad, hectic tussle drawn out 
to eight games, had ended, two 
things stood clearly revealed. A 
new world’s champion ball club 
and a dead game ball player. 

The ball club was the Boston 
Red Sox. The player was Arthur 
Fletcher. Never, perhaps, has a 
ball player given a worse series 
exhibition than did Fletcher in 
that 6-6 tie game. He made three 
awful errors, was nervous and 
unreliable through the entire 
Same and was a sorry specta- 
cle. Yet never has a ball tosser 
displayed greater degree of cour- 
age than this same Fletcher in 
pulling himself together and 
playing rattling ball during the 
last four games of the series. 

It was a remarkable exhibition 
of heart and nerve. With the 
New York fans howling to Mc- 
Graw to take him out, and the 
ballyard scribes heaping sarcasm 
and blame upon him, Fletcher 
came through at last and made 
good. A situation like this would 
have broken 19 out of 20 players. 
It simply made Fletcher. 

Last year many critics called 
Artie the best shortstop in the 
game, mainly because of his su- 
periority in batting. He finished 
the season with a .286 average, 
far above that of any other reg- 
ular shortfielder. He hasn’t hit 
80 well this season, has fallen be- 
hind in bases stolen and doesn’t 
cover as much ground as either 
Maranville or Scott, yet it is 
doubtful whether he is topped by 
any other shortstop, at that. 

Take one slant at that long, 
scrappy-looking jaw of Artie’s 
and you immediately suspect him 
of being aggressive. 

Watch him through a game, 
note his energy and listen. to his 
ceaseless chatter, and you are 
certain of it. 

Like the inimitable Herzog, 
Fletcher is a typical McGraw 
player. Together they make a 
great keystone pair, excelled in 
mechanical ability by some, but 
unapproached in the. scrappy, 
hustling qualities so liked by the 
little Napoleon. 

Fletch was born in Collins- 
ville, Ill, January 6, 1886, and 
has been in professional basebal] 
eleven years, a fact that will 
probably surprise many fans who 
read this. He first played semi- 
pro ball for Collinsville, received 
his first professional contract 
from Dallas, Texas, and went to 
the Giants in 1909. 

He has played in three world’s 
series, playing disappointingly in 
1911 and 1912 and hitting for .278 
and showing well fn 1913.

IS LATEST FORECAST 


Deterioration During Sept. 
Caused 452,000-Bale Loss, 
According to Government 
Condition Report Publish- 
ed Tuesday. . 


Washington, October 2.~—Deteriora- 
tion during September over almost the 
entire cotton belt caused a loss of 453,- 
000 bales in the prospective produc- 
tion of cotton, and leaves the 1917 
crop at 12,047,000 equivalent 500-pound 
bales. The department of. agriculture 
in its final condition report of the 
season todgy announced a decline of 
7.4 points in cotton condition during 
the month, caused principally by boll 
worms and weevils. Cool weather, 
drouth, shedding, wilt, blight, lack of 
potash in fertilizer, and, in the ex- 
treme eastern belt, storm damage also 
caused loss. Damage from the recent 
West Indian hurricane was emall, the 
area affected ae comparatively 
small- madeira tpn territory, and _ the 
crop there largely picked. 

Picking of cotton is general, and is 
being pushed except in the northern 
part of the belt, the department of 

riculture reported. “There is com- 
- aint,” it says, “of a scarcity of pick- 
ers in many sections. This is attributed 
to a migration of negro farm hands 
during the winter and Se the vol- 
unteering and ‘selection’ of men for 
military duties, cantonment work, and 
the heavy demand for labor in the 
sawmills, cotton factories and kindred 
industries throughout the south. With 
favorable weather, at prices prevailing 
for the staple, no cotton will go to 
waste in the fields this year. 

“In northern and eastern Texas, 
Oklahoma and Arkansas, boll worms 
caused serious damage,” the report 
says. “In the entire weevil-infested 
area, now embracing all or rtions of 
the states of Texas, Oklahoma, Ar- 
kansas, Louisiana, Miseissippi, Tennes- 
see, Alabama, Florida an Georgia, 
great damage resulted from weevil 
activity. Rains fell over much of the 
drouth-stricken section of Texas, and 
the plant growth was stimulated, but 
a matured ine in that section is ex- 
tremely doubtful. Much of the crop 
along the northern border of. cotton 
production will require a late frost to 
reach full maturity.’ 

The government's final ootton con- 
dition report today, showing the condi- 
tion on September 25 and forecastin 
the total production, was awaited wit 
interest in cotton and textile circles.

supremacy of the air. 

It is argued that the Germans 
evidently have outbuilt the British in 
aircraft and may be expected to con- 
tinue building on an increasing scale 
and improve the types of their ma- 
chines while the British are trying to 
eatch up with them Predictions that 
this would be the case were made 
months ago by some of the newspa- 
pers and by experts like Lord Mon- 
tagu of Beaulieu. Lord Montagu also 
predicted that the Germans will soon 
pass the experimental stage of opera- 
tions and be able to attack London in 
all kinds of weather, nearly every 
night.

There appears to be some evi- 
dence of undue leniency by the civilian 
doctors who examined the men in cer- 
tain sections, probably due largely to 
the desire of local boards to make a 
good showing in prompt filling of their 
quotas.

Recent 
trade fluctuations in this market, the 
only open cotton geed oil market in the 
United States, have attracted the at- 
tention of the federal food administra- 
tion, he declared, and brought about 
conferences with exchange officials 
which resulted in a decision to prohibit 
further speculative dealings. Opera- 
tions are to be confined to the filling 
of orders from legitimate trade centers.
